Brown Bud was among the best race horses of his time. He raced in top company from 
six furlongs to two miles, winning such famous races at the Travers, Miller Stakes, Mary- 
land Handicap, Jockey Club Gold Cup (disqualified) and $63,802. Brown Bud is the sire 
of stakes winners and qualified to sire a great race horse.

Confidence 


HE great game of Saratoga yearlings is about 

to begin. For action, color, drama, romance, 
suspense, and skill the world of sport provides no 
greater opportunity. There are spectacular suc- 
cesses and spectacular failures. Even moderate 
successes bring an immoderate measure of satis- 
faction, and there are few disappointments which 
are completely disappointing. The last few years 
of Saratoga auctions have been dominated by 
Mrs. Ethel V. Mars and her trainer, Robert Mc- 
Garvey, whose ability to pick the right yearlings 
has set a new standard for one of the most dif- 
ficult games devised by man. Their successes 
constitute a challenge to veterans of the sport 
and an invitation to the novices. 

If Saratoga is first a sport, then a business, 
for buyers, it is first a business, then a sport, for 
breeders. But regardless of the point of view, 
both groups, we believe, can approach the com- 
ing sales with confidence in the future of the 
sport and of the business. Last year the sales 
were held in the midst of a period in which the 
nerves of business were distinctly jittery. The 
sharp descent which was then anticipated is now 
a matter of history, and all signs point toward 
better conditions for the next year or so. 

It is significant, we believe, that the avalanche 
which began last summer failed to involve rac- 
ing, although it caught nearly everything else. 
Business as a whole showed an almost universal 
downturn, and a severe one, but racing has held 
its ground. Yearling sales last year, taken as a 
whole, were 5.4 per cent above the preceding year. 
Race tracks, on the average, have probably shown 
as much profit this year as in 1937, and if they 
have not, the decline is not comparable to that of 
business. Horse sales held during the first six 
months of 1938 have shown a strong demand. 
The average for 226 Thoroughbreds sold by auc- 
tion during the first six months of 1938 was 10 
per cent above the average for the 209 sold dur- 
ing the corresponding period in 1937, and the in- 
crease ran through yearlings, broodmares, and 
horses in training.

Actually the Saratoga market takes its cues 
less from conditions within the sport of racing 
than from the indicators of the business world. 
But even in that field there is a buoyancy in sharp 
contrast to the fears of last year. Business men 
are looking for a period of upturn, as indicated 
by the upward tilt of stock market indexes. So 
whether we look within the sport or without we 
find confidence. 


Last year the average for Saratoga yearling 
sales was 3.9 per cent below the 1936 average. 
The decline was due to the fact that a larger 
proportion of the total yearling crop was sent to 
the Saratoga market. This year more yearlings 
have been catalogued, but the percentage of the 
total crop is slightly smaller. Last August 553 
yearlings were catalogued, or 11.04 per cent of 
the total crop of 5,009 foals. This year 592 head 
are being catalogued, or 10.82 per cent of the 
5,472 registered foals of 1937. Further, we wish 
to repeat our previous statement that this is a 
vintage crop of yearlings. , 

The yearlings offered this season include 258 
fillies, or 43.6 per cent, as against 40 per cent 
fillies in 1937. But filly prices fell last year while 
the prices for colts were advancing, and a re- 
adjustment of the ratio should be made this year. 
Nothing has developed in racing to indicate that 
there should be any further disproportion between 
the sexes. Rather it appears to us that fillies 
should show an actual gain in comparison with 
the other sex. 


It is our guess, based on the feeling of confi- 
dence within and without the sport, that prices 
received for yearlings at Saratoga this year will 
not differ greatly from those of last year. The 
signs, generally speaking, point to a steady mar- 
ket. If there is an actual rise in the average we 
shall not be surprised; but unless the rise is a 
large one we shall not consider it as indicative of 
a market stronger than last year's, for the year- 
lings of 1938, we believe, are themselves above 
the average of recent years.

one knee after working after light rain. There is a 
small bump on the knee and it doesn’t seem to have 
entirely lost soreness in about eight months. 

Thanking you for your interesting column,

In reply, the small lump on your horse’s knee 
is where his knee has “popped,” in race track 
parlance. When the knees of a horse fill or de- 
velop lumps on them, they are said to have 
“popped.” 

Now the next question is another matter, and 
one that I regret I cannot give so definite an 
answer to. Knees are the very worst things 
about a horse’s legs to nurse back to soundness. 
There are so many methods used that I can men- 
tion only a few, and some horsemen find one 
method successful, and others like another. Per- 
sonally, when I have a horse which pops a knee, 
I bundle him off to the farm as soon as pos- 
sible and turn him out. I usually have him fired 
after the knee has got cool, and have it blistered 
several times after it has recovered from the 
firing. It usually takes a year to get over a 
popped knee, and often two years, which is why 
I say that a knee is such a serious injury. Many

Sixteenth Start 


HERE stories of the Turf are exchanged, 

someone is pretty sure to hand in the one 
about the jockey who did not return to the bar- 
rier after a false start, but remained well down 
the track, protected from the starter’s sight by 
a dense fog. When he heard hoofbeats through 
the fog, the story goes, he started out, won by 
some lengths in a canter. 

But California always goes you one better in 
the matter of stories. The same thing happened 
in bright sunlight at Hollywood Park July 21. 
While Apprentice Pete McLean was poking 
along with Auxiliary, a sixteenth of a mile from 
the starting gate, he looked up with a good deal 
of surprise to see the rest of the field charging 
toward him. Stories of the event say that Mc- 
Lean waited till the field was abreast of him. 
My own idea is that they reached him during 
the five or six seconds he consumed pinching 
himself. But at any rate Auxiliary finished 
fourth. 

There was a movement on foot to disqualify 
him, but this was shelved and it was decided 
that he should be merely ignored. So Auxiliary 
was declared scratched, and money wagered on 
him was refunded. A good many tickets had 
been torn up, of course, so some grumbling en- 
sued. Those not holding tickets, however, prob- 
ably declared orally that there should have been 
no refund on a horse that could do no better 
than fourth with a sixteenth of a mile start. 
Future delays at post in California will be par- 
tially explained by Starter Eddie Thomas count- 
ing horses. 


The 13 Champions 


HE old saying that there’s always room for 

one more must have originated in a season 
when the 3-year-olds were piling each other up 
as they are in 1938. Notation was made in this 
department in early June that there had been 
nine important 3-year-old horses during the 
regular season, with nine different winners. 
These were, more or less chronologically, Bour- 


trainers do not believe in firing knees, and if you 
don't, why you may have just as good luck with 
plenty of blistering. But time is the one thing 
that can’t be dispensed with in most cases. 

Many horses have chronically sore knees that 
carry some or no fever but cause the horse a lot 
of pain and produce a wide walk and a sore 
gait. Many of these horses are kept racing by 
careful nursing day in and day out. Some train- 
ers use hot pads, electric or chemical; some use 
paints such as Kincaid’s Anodyne, Strong Ab- 
sorbent, M. A. C., etc., and a few even do them 
up in various kinds of muds. 

My only recommendation to anyone having a 
horse which pops his knees is to turn him out 
until he is sound, which is much surer, cheaper, 
and probably the quicker way with knees. 
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bon King, Bull Lee, Fighting Fox, The Chief, 
Lawrin, Dauber, Gov. Chandler, Menow, and 
Pasteurized. At that time it seemed it could 
be no worse. The Chief even threw a bit of 
solidarity into the situation by winning the 
Dwyer Stakes but this was a false start. Stage- 
hand took the leadership, after a fashion, by 
winning the Empire City Handicap. But mean- 
while Stormscud had muddled the picture by 
winning the Kent Handicap from The Chief and 
others. And Menow had beat War Admiral a 
mile and an eighth through mud. There seemed 
a fair chance to settle a part of the question at 
Chicago last Saturday, but it was muffed con- 
siderably. When the Classic was over, there 
was Nedayr in the winner's circle, and the can- 
didature for 3-year-old honors had been in- 
creased to 12. Or, if you can count Cravat's 
Yankee Handicap as a major 3-year-old event, 
we can make it 13, which seems an appropriate 
number. And Thanksgiving and Mythical King, 
among others, are lurking about on the side- 
lines, just waiting to knock somebody over. 
About the only contender which hasn’t had dirt 
thrown in his face is Lawrin, which has added 
a good deal to his earnings and not much to his 
reputation by kicking the West Coast defenders 
around at Hollywood Park. 

If you put the horses named above in a race 
at 11, miles, which would be the winner? The 
jury, having considered the evidence, is unable to 
come to an agreement, and therefore asks to be 
discharged. 


Yearling Expectancy 


HERE were 5,022 foals registered from the 
crop of 1935. Last year, at the end of the 
2-year-old season of this crop, there were 1,101 
2-year-old winners. This works out to the fact 
that the normal expectation is about two win- 
ners at two from every nine foals. In 1936 
there were 882 yearlings sold at auction in North 
America, the largest number being at Saratoga 
and most of the others at Lexington. According 
to normal expectation, there should have been 
196 winners from the group. Actually there 
were 300, or 53 per cent greater than expectation. 
The Saratoga yearlings were a bit better than 
the others, though not greatly so. The 467 
yearlings sold there should have included 104 
winners, from the 2-in-9 ratio. There were 165, 
or 58 per cent more than expectation. 
Of course the figures above can be very mis- 
leading, because they include only 2-year-old 
racing. Stagehand, for instance, would have been 
classified as a “lemon” if he had been a Sara- 
toga yearling, for he could not win at two, and 
earned some $360. Calumet Dick does appear as 
a lemon, because he earned only $750 as a 2-year- 
old after selling for $13,000, but at the end of last 
year, Calumet Dick at five had earned $72,265. 
If Sun Beau had been sold for as much as $5,000 
as a yearling, he would have looked bad at two, 
when he won only $2,300. 
Even without taking later racing into con- 
sideration, however, the figures on juvenile racing 
show the yearlings of the market to be above the 
average of the breed. Buyers expect that, of 
course; the important thing is that they get it.

Empire City, Saratoga 


ITH Saratoga’s meeting just ahead, there 

were few developments at Empire City last 
week, and maiden 2-year-old events and graded 
handicaps of the second flight made up most of 
the off-day programs. New York’s most promis- 
ing apprentice, Lucas Dupps, had no such week 
as the previous one, but managed to ride five 
winners, including Capulet, winner of the Wake- 
field Handicap on Saturday. 

The Wakefield was the supporting attraction 
on closing day, chief interest going to the Yonk- 
ers Handicap, in which D. A. Wood’s mud-run- 
ning Busy K. got a good win. Two Class C 
graded handicaps were on the program. One, a 
5%,-furlong sprint, went to Paragon Stable’s 3- 
year-old Deep End, by Reigh Count. The other, 
at a mile and 70 yards, was won by Mrs. Louise 
Viau’s Conquer, a 3-year-old Victorian gelding. 
The day’s maiden race was for fillies, was won by 
Ogden Phipps’ Scandalous, a sister to White 
Cockade. 

Saratoga opened July 25, with good weather, 
a very fast track, and a big crowd. There were 
18 2-year-olds out for the first race, the winner 
being Greentree Stable’s Hash, sixth juvenile 
winner by Questionnaire, and currently consid- 
ered one of the most promising colts of his age. 
Greentree Stable and Eddie Arcaro scored again 
in the third race, winning with the *Royal Min- 
strel filly Drowsy. To the top of the Saratoga 
2-year-olds, for the time, went George D. Wide- 
ner’s Eight Thirty, the Pilate colt beating Mae- 
line and 13 others in fast time for the Flash 
Stakes. Alfred Vanderbilt’s Airflame ran the 
fastest seven furlongs that Saratoga has ever 
seen to win the American Legion Handicap. W. 
S. Kilmer scored in a good one-mile race with 
the *Sun Briar colt Sun Alexandria. And the 
last race, as so often happens, went to Hirsch 
Jacobs, who saddled his wife’s *Celestino to win 
by five lengths, with Wayne D. Wright riding 
to his second victory of the day. Apprentice 
Dupps started the meeting successfully for him- 
self, riding Sun Alexandria to victory, finishing 
second with two other mounts. 


New Star Wins Wakefield Handicap 


Seven seems the limit for the crack 2-year-old 
fillies which came out of winter racing. The pre- 
cocious Oddesa Beulah, which came up from the 
south through Oaklawn Park and Keeneland, 
broke her streak after seven victories. Sweet 
Patrice, which jumped from Florida to New 
York tracks, has not been able to win after her 
seventh victory. And Charlotte Girl, after seven 
straight in Florida and Maryland, has not been 
able to win again. 

New York bettors recognized the declining 
form of the latter two, and though Charlotte 
Girl (119) and Sweet Patrice (108) were in the 
field of the Wakefield Handicap ($2,500 added, 
2-year-olds, 5%*4,-furlongs) at Empire City July 
23, the favorite was River Edge Farm’s Capulei 
(115), a son of *Carlaris. Capulet, which came 
to the races in April, had been third his first 
start, then had won two straight by comfortable 
margins. With New York’s recent apprentice 
development, Lucas Dupps, in the saddle, Capu- 
let was off in third place, as Sweet Patrice set 
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a fast pace through the mud. He came through 
on the inside at the stretch turn, disposed of the 
leaders, drew out to win easily by three lengths. 
Snow White Stable’s Sassy Lady (108), a Flying 
Heels filly, held on to second place, a length and 
a half in front of J. P. Smith’s Gridine (101), 
a John P. Grier colt. Elwood Sachsenmaier’s 
Charlotte Girl, which had been sore going to 
post, raced choppily to finish fourth, a half- 
length farther back. Devil's Peak (109), Sweet 
Patrice, and Miss Sagacity (107) followed in 
order. Time, :23%5, :4745, 1:11, track muddy.

Closing upset of last year’s topsy-turvy sea- 
son came on the last day at Bowie, when Busy 
K., then owned by Mrs. P. D. L. Watts, went 
out over a slow track to turn back Calumet Dick, 
Burning Star, Regal Lily, and others in the 
Bryan and O’Hara Memorial Handicap. With 
mud under his feet, the Busy American colt ran 
a good second this year to Burning Star at 
Havre de Grace this spring. With mud again, 
he finished in front of War Admiral and War 
Minstrel in the Massachusetts Handicap in late 
June. So the muddy track at Empire City July 
23 was to his liking, when he came out for the 
twenty-ninth Yonkers Handicap ($7,500 added, 
5-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). Now owned 
by D. A. Wood, Busy K. (110) was made a strong 
second choice to Mrs. Louise Viau’s Rex Flag 
(114). 

Ogden Phipps’ Teufel (112) and Rex Flag de- 
layed the start for some time, and when the 
break came Reg Flag was away badly. Teufel 
was off with the first flight, and had gone initio 
the lead on the first turn. Nearest to him was 
9-year-old Action (108), with Clodion (108) also 
close up. MHalf-way around the turn George 
Seabo began driving Busy K. up from fourth 
place. Action began dropping back, allowing 
Teufel to assume a two-length lead. Clodion held 
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on better, but Busy K. went past him, was a 
close second as the field rounded the last turn. 
Seabo took Busy K. to the outside, lost ground 
as Teufel went wide, but at the eighth-pole had 
yoked the leader. Busy K. drew out in the last 
furlong to win by a length and a half. Rex 
Flag, running too late, saved ground on the last 
turn, then was brought out to run around a tir- 
ing field. He finished third, a length behind Teu- 


fel, a nose in front of R. A. Moore’s Piccolo

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William Hurley, who has been handling the sec- 
ond string for many years.

It was predicted that a number of the Brad- 
ley horses would be sold, in order to avoid too 
large a stable, but no announcement came from 
Colonel Bradley. The reduction of the stable 
was on advice of physicians that Colonel Bradley 
cut down his business cares and activities. 


Inspection of Shoes 


The New York State Racing Commission on 
July 22 issued a ruling that special inspection 
of shoeing must be made on days when tracks 
are muddy or slow, and that information on the 
shoeing of each horse must be posted in a con- 
spicuous place. The notices will inform the pub- 
lic whether the various horses have toe and heel 
calks, only toe, or only heel calks, and whether 


they are on all four feet or only on two. The 
Commission announced: 

Trainers, under the rule, will not be required to send 
their horses out to race shod otherwise than as they 
choose. The rule merely requires that the racing pub- 
lic have notice of the manner in which horses are 
shod.

OST of the tracks in operation 1. st week, ex- 

cept Hollywood Park, had an o.,, track for 
their Saturday programs, but Th.ue Down 
Park, where the racing strip was rated as good, 
got off with less mud than the others. Featur- 
ing the day, the twelfth of a 42-day meeting, was 
the Buckeye Handicap, in which last year’s win- 
ner, Dora May, repeated in good fashion. The 
Cleveland track has had some success with com- 
bination races, in which horses may be raced 
under claiming conditions or not, at the owner’s 
discretion, with weight concessions for the pla- 
ters.

The current week is the closing one for Ar- 
lington Park, and the program of Saturday, 
July 30, will see the running of the Arlington 
Futurity, as well as of a $5,000 handicap which 
replaces the unfilled Arlington Gold Cup. 


Nedayr Wins the Classic 


With the winners of the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, and Belmont Stakes on the shelf 
with injuries, Arlington Park’s Classic Stakes 
($30,000 added, 3-year-olds, 11, miles), run over 
a drying out track on July 23, called out the best 
of the 3-year-olds remaining in training. Heav- 
iest support went to Maxwell Howard's entry of 
Stagehand (126) and The Chief (123), and if 
either of these had won he would have had some 
sort of claim to 3-year-old leadership. Second 
choice was Hal Price Headley’s Menow (123), 
whose victories over War Admiral and in the 
Withers Stakes ranked him close to the top. 
Townsend B. Martin’s Cravat (123), because of 
his capable stretch running, was a fairly well 
supported third choice, with the scantiest of 
support going to the other four starters. 

But like every other important 3-year-old race 
of the season, the Classic turned up a new factor 
in the 3-year-old division. Menow, as usual, ran 
his race, but found the distance beyond him. The 
other logical challengers did little, and the battle 
through the stretch was between two outsiders. 

At the start Menow jumped to the front, 
closely trailed by Calumet Farm’s Bull Lea (121), 
which had beaten him twice at Keeneland but 
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had run disappointingly in the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. The Chief was third for about 
six furlongs, then had enough and retired. At 
this stage Menow was still leading Bull Lea, with 
the rest of the field four lengths behind them. 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Nedayr (121), ridden by 
Wayne D. Wright, had got into third place at 
this point, after being steadied around the first 
turn in fifth position. Bull Lea gained slowly, 
and near the top of the stretch he wore the 
*Pharamond II colt down and drew into a long 
lead. But now Nedayr was closing with a rush, 
and though Bull Lea led by two lengths at the 
eighth-pole, his struggle with Menow had taken 
his run from him. Nedayr caught him about a 
sixteenth from the finish, and though the *Bull 
Dog colt struggled briefly, Nedayr went out to 
win by a length. Bull Lea was a good second, 
a length and a quarter in front of Cravat, which 
had moved powerfully when too late. Stage- 
hand, also an early trailer, made up ground in 
the stretch to finish fourth, unplaced for the 
first time this year. Menow was fifth, followed 
by The Chief, Blind Eagle (118), and Fairflax 
(118). Time, :234% 5, :48, 1:124, 1:38%5, 2:061;, 
track slow. Stakes division, $27,500, $4,000, $2,- 
000, $1,000.

Nedayr, bred in Virginia by W. S. Kilmer and 
foaled February 20, 1935, came up to the Classic 
with a rather spotty background. As a 2-year- 
old he was unconsidered until late in the season, 
when his victories in the Walden Handicap and 
Pimlico Futurity marked him as perhaps the best 
stayer among the juveniles. But his first two 
efforts at three were disappointing, and he be- 
came ill before the important 3-year-old races 
came up. He returned to racing at Delaware 
Park, did nothing remarkable, though he won a 
sprint from a fair field, and was third to Storm- 
scud and Mythical King (beating The Chief) 
in a stakes for 3-year-olds. Considered a poten- 
tial stayer off his 2-year-old form, until the Clas- 
sic he had never been asked to run more than 
1 1-16 miles. In all he has started 15 times, 
won five races, finished second twice, third four 
times, and has earned $68,345. Sunayr won the 
Bouquet and Kentucky Claiming Stakes, and is 
dam of the winners Darkayress (23 wins), Dark 
Ayr (31 wins), Sunphantom, and Hows Chances. 
She is sister to Sun Mist, dam of Fair Mist, win- 
ner Demoiselle Stakes and producer. *Misty 
Law won Hardwicke Stakes and also produced 
the winners Atta Gal (also producer) and Heir 
at Law, an dthe producers Amantlaw and *Misty 
Queen, dam of Pennant Queen (Schuylerville 
Stakes and dam of Rex Flag, winner Kenner 
Stakes, Empire City Handicap) and other win- 
ners. Ben Doran also produced the winners Ben 
Ruadh and Jaculate (also dam of the stakes 
winner Isauria and the winners Don’t Be Late 
and Wriggler, and the producer Flying Pilgrim) 
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and the producer Loris. She was sister to Bend 
Sinister, winner Budbrook Stakes and dam of 
the stakes winner Athi. 

In the absence of Owner Kilmer, the gold cup, 
a copy of the Coronation Cup, was presented to 
Trainer W. A. Crawford. 


Substitute Handicap 


After it had been announced that the Arling- 
ton Gold Cup had been declared off because of in- 
sufficient probable starters, officials of Arling- 
ton Park said that a $5,000 added handicap would 
be run in its place on closing day, July 30, as a 
supporting event for the Arlington Futurity. 
Entries to the handicap closed July 23.

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CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park Closes 


HE 33-day inaugural meeting at Hollywood 

Park closed July 23 with a highly successful 
record. The pari-mutuel turnover, exclusive of 
one day of charity racing, totaled $16,496,138, a 
daily average of $499,883, which is very probably 
the highest average of the year except at Santa 
Anita Park. The track had bad luck with its 
two $50,000 races, with Lawrin and Seabiscuit, 
respectively, getting rather hollow victories. But 
the tremendous financial success will enable the 
track to offer larger purses next year, with the 
prospect of considerably better horses. 


A notable development of the meeting was the 
successful return of Silvio Coucci to the saddie. 
The Italian rider, known in the East a few years 
ago as the “Bronx Express,” rode a total of 46 
winners during the meeting, finished in a tie with 
Johnny Adams for riding honors. Three victories 
on closing day, in one of which he outfinished 
Coucci by a nose, were necessary to bring Adams 
into a tie. 


There will be no racing in California this week 
until Friday, when Del Mar Park, near San Diego, 
opens for its summer meeting. Most of the horses 
which have been prominent at Hollywood Park 
will go there, and a successful meeting is ex- 
pected. 


Del Mar's Special . 


Undeterred by the fate of other specially ar- 
ranged races this year, the Del Mar Turf Club 
last week announced a $25,000 race in which the 
invited starters are Seabiscuit, *Ligaroti, and 
Whichcee. Seabiscuit, owned by Charles S. How- 
ard, and *Ligaroti, owned in partnership by H. L. 
(Bing) Crosby and Lindsay C. Howard, son of 
Seabiscuit’s owner, are regarded as certain start- 
ers. The Hard Tack horse will carry 126 pounds. 
*Ligaroti will have 110, and Whichcee, if he 
starts, 106. 


Roseben Handicap 


An added feature to Hollywood Park’s closing 
week was the Roseben Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs), named for 
the horse which set the world record (1:22) for 
the distance in 1906. Run July 20, the race at- 
tracted a field of six. Bottom-weight and out- 
sider of the field was King Saxon (107), which 
could have given 20 pounds and a beating to all 
of them in the peak of his form. But the Saxon 
horse was not a shadow of his former self, trailed 
all the way. 

William LeBaron’s swift Brown Jade (116) sei 
the pace most of the way, and at the eighth-post 
was leading by three lengths. But six furlongs 
is the filly’s limit in fast company, and she 
stopped badly in the last furlong. Macaroo 
Stable’s Patty Cake (108), which had been sec- 
ond all the way, came up fast at the end, cut 
away the three-length lead, drew out to win by 
four lengths, with Jockey F. Mauro taking her 
up. Brown Jade was second, three and a half- 
lengths in front of William Goetz’s Woodberry 
(112), with the winner’s stablemate, Lavengro 
(3-y-o, 107), fourth, four and a half lengths 
farther back. Ariel Cross (112) and King Saxon 
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completed the field. Time, :23, :46, 1:1155, 1:24, 
track fast. Stakes division, $1,915, $500, $250, 
$125.

Seabiscuit Stays 


July 19 Charles S. Howard was quoted by the 
San Francisco Chronicle as saying that he had 
virtually abandoned plans for a campaign at 
Saratoga and other Eastern tracks with Seabis- 
cuit. The special race at Del Mar, engaging 
*Ligaroti and possibly Whichcee, will be his next 
objective, and there may be a special at Long- 
acres. According to the Chronicle, Mr. Howard 
said: 

“Cancellation of the gold cup at Chicago, plus 
the unfavorable weather conditions in the East, 
make it inadvisable to ship to the Atlantic Coast 
at this time. Apparently there will be races 
available for Seabiscuit on the Coast, perhaps 
one or two events in San Francisco this fall 
which will round out a schedule. 

“If the proposed Del Mar and Longacres 
events materialize we will stay West. Only in 
the event that everything falls flat, and that ap- 
pears highly unlikely, will we shin East.”

Second July Sales 


Ninety-seven yearlings were sold during the 
Second July Sales at Newmarket, England, for a 
total of 28,457 guineas, average 293 guineas 
(about $1,540), as compared with an average

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SARATOGA AHEAD 


HE first 11 nights of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s sales at Saratoga will be limited to 
yearlings, and 584 lots have been catalogued for 
the 11 sale nights, beginning August 2, ending 
August 16. The night of Wednesday, August 17, 
will be marked by a sale of breeding stock, and 
included in the catalogue for this sale will be 
eight yearlings, bringing the total number of 
yearlings for the Saratoga series to 592. Thus 
the biggest yearling sale since 1931 is in pros- 
pect. In that depression year 640 head were sold. 
The sale on the evening of August 17 is made 
up of consignments from Sanford Stud Farms, 
Inc., Mrs. Marion du Pont Scott, and William 
Ziegler, Jr., the largest group being that of the 
Sanford Stud Farms. Seven yearlings, nine 
broodmares, five weanlings, eight horses in train- 
ing are included.

J. L. Cleveland's Consignment 


J. L. Cleveland, whose Mintwood Farm is a 
few miles from Lexington, has three colts and 
two fillies to sell at Saratoga on the night of 
August 16. Probably the best individual among 
them is a bay colt by Sun Flag out of the good 
producer Rhea, by Uncle. He is medium-sized, 
strong, smooth, on good short legs, with a sub- 
stantial body and masculine head. The colt by 
Sunpatic out of Herodot Friary is of medium 
build, has high, thin withers, and is especially 
well muscled about the hindquarters. The Hi- 
Jack colt out of Conditional is medium long- 
bodied, racy, walks with regular action. 

Compact and strongly muscled is the filly by 
Brilliant out of Panza, with good legs and regu- 
lar action. The St. James—-Royal Alms filly 
shows the influence of her sire.

Sun Dancer's Yearlings 


A reader calls attention to an error in the 
comments on W. S. Kilmer’s good crop of year- 
lings, as published in THE BLOop-HoRsE of July 
9. In the list of outstanding individuals in the 
group was listed a colt by *Gino—-Masked Dan- 
cer. This was an inadvertence, as the colt is the 
first foal of Sun Dancer, young daughter of *Sun 
Briar and the good producer Masked Dancer, 
whose influence shows plainly in the size, finish, 
and constitution of this good yearling. 

Incidentally, in connection with the Kilmer 
yearlings, the daughter of Neddie and Sunayr 
will attract more attention since her brother, 
Nedayr, won the Classic Stakes at Arlington 
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Park Saturday. This filly is one of the best in 
the consignment. She is neat, strong, and even- 
ly made, and gives the impression of being more 
speedy than Nedayr’s staying ability would sug- 
gest. She has a good smart head. 


Combs Yearlings 


A photograph of one of the colts from the 
small consignment of Lucas B. Combs is on the 
front cover of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE. 
This smart youngster is by *St. Germans out of 
Commotion, by Pennant. He is a beautifully 
finished specimen, with fine quality, good bone, 
excellent shoulders and withers. His general 
conformation suggests staying ability. 

A splendid racing prospect in this lot is the 
brown colt by Broadside out of Trifling, a rangy, 
long-legged, hard-muscled fellow with good legs 
well set on. The colt by *Chicle out of Burgee, 
by Pennant, is of medium build, well muscled, 
good in quality. A brown colt by *Chicle’s best 
son, Whichone, out of Kurna is good-sized, rangy, 
well set up, with good bone and ample muscula- 
ture. 


There are two fillies in the consignment. The 
daughter of Jack High out of Last Night, by Ulti- 
mus, is quick, smart, strong, has good quality, 
plenty of substance, wide, strong hindquarters, 
an excellent walk. The filly by *Chicle—-Over 
the Moon, by Broomstick, is strong and generally 
well made, has a regular and vigorous stride, 
looks like getting a distance. 


In the same catalogue with those of Lucas B. 
Combs, to be sold on the night of August 3, are 
those of his father, the Hon. Leslie Combs, and 
his cousin, Leslie Combs II, who operates under 
the name of Spendthrift Farm. The one yearling 
consigned by Spendthrift Farm is a good-looking, 
low-set bay filly by *Swift and Sure out of Diag- 
nosis, by Sweep. This filly is possessed of a lot 
of substance, and is strongly muscled. 

One of the oldest breeders of Thoroughbreds 
now active is the Hon. Leslie Combs, who lives

at Belair Farm in Fayette County, Kentucky. 
Of the horses bred by him which raced last year, 
85 per cent were winners during 1937. Recently 
he sold to his grandson, Leslie Combs II, all his 
mares and foals except La Chica (dam of Plane- 
toid, Miyako, El Chico) and Killashandra (dam 
of Mate, Gean Canach) and their foals. Thus 
the present crop of yearlings may be his last con- 
signment to the Saratoga sales. 


There are three good Broadside colts in this 
group, and my preference among them is for the 
bay out of Sweeping Glance, dam of Sweeping 
Light. This is a very solid, smart, quick, power- 
ful fellow on short legs, an excellent prospect in 
every way. The colts out of North Wind and 
Royal Dispatch are also sturdy and solidly made. 
I regret not having been able to see the colt 
by *Sickle out of Ginga, which will probably top 
the sale, but he had been temporarily located at 
another farm. He is, I am told, a very good in- 
dividual. 


The fillies in Mr. Combs’ consignment should 
draw much attention. One of the most attrac- 
tive is a smart little daughter of *Sickle out of 
Freesia, by *North Star III. She is a fine fem- 
inine sort, well balanced, with legs true and 
clean, and good-bodied. The Haste—*Song Bird 
filly is plain, is medium in build, with an extra 
straight hind leg. One of the tops in the lot 
is the filly by Haste—*La Montagne, by Verdun, 
a quick well finished youngster, exceptionally 
muscular behind, and with good bone. The first 
foal of the Blue Larkspur mare Luminosa (held 
by some of those who handled her to be better 
than Myrtlewood!) is by Hard Tack. She is 
small, smart, feminine. A daughter of Saxon 
out of Shalimar is rugged and very strong, with 
especially good running gear in the rear. A 
daughter of Hard Tack—-Dryad, by Peter Pan, is 
one of the stars among the fillies. She is good- 
sized, smooth, well balanced, rangy and fine in 
quality. J. A. E. 


Gay Drake's Colt and Filly 


E. Gay Drake has two Saratoga yearlings at 
his Mineola Farm near Lexington, a colt and 
filly, both with good credentials as to pedigree 
and conformation. The colt is a chestnut son of 
Jack High and Yankee Princess, a stakes-winning 
Ballot mare which has produced five winners, 
one stakes winner (Condescend). This youngster 
is smoothly turned, strong, short-legged, with 
plenty of substance about the body. He has a 
smart head, with good big eyes, thin, high with- 
ers, a well sloped shoulder, strong, clearly defined 
muscles in the forearm, good bone, flat cannon, 
a good, medium-long barrel, strong quarters, and 
excellent hind leg. 

The chestnut filly by The Porter out of Helen 
Drake (half-sister to Sweep Park and dam of 
five winners, all her foals which have raced) is 
medium small, good-bodied, very strong, with ex- 
treme development of the forearms and gaskins. 
She is a good walker. J. A. E. 


Old Hickory Farm's Colts 


Because the yearlings in the consignment of 
Col. Phil T. Chinn’s Old Hickory Farm are scat- 
tered at nearly a half-dozen different farms, the 
writer did not see them all. But the 26 colts at 
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the old Mason farm and the Johnston place are a 
very promising lot, and include several individ- 
uals which should be much in demand at Sara- 
toga. 

One of the better ones is the bay by Pennant 
out of the *Light Brigade mare Spring Fashion, 
a quick, active type, with good legs and a lot of 
energy. There are three sons of *Pharamond II 
in the lot. The brown out of Jersey Lillie is a 
good-sized, rangy sort, very smooth and strong, 
particularly in front. The Princess Nora bay, a 
half-brother to the fast Bill Farnsworth, may top 
the sale. He is a well grown, closely knit colt, 
with some evidence of class. The Epitine bay is 
not as large, seems to promise speed. Bottom 
Dollar has a chestnut by American Flag which 
is medium-sized, well made, with a rather short 
cannon and the muscular forearm of the Fair 
Plays. 

Another which shows his breeding plainly is 
the chestnut by Wise Counsellor—Silk Stockings. 
He is a typical son of his successful sire, good 
sized, powerfully muscled about croup and thigh. 
Like his half-brother Don Creole, he should make 
a good racer. The *Cohort—Lunetta chestnut is 
a wiry, quick sort, with high withers and short 
cannon. Whiskaway’s son out of Zeta is a colt 
of much substance, with rather short back. He 
is not large, but is all horse. The High Strung— 
Flamante bay is a high-class prospect, muscular 
and active. There are four sons of Pilate in the 
lot, my own preference going to Love Tryst’s 
sturdy compact chestnut and Pic Lassie’s clean, 
strong, short-backed brown. 


The *Jacopo—Stealaway bay is a big fellow, 
perhaps 15.2, very good and strong all around. 
He should win and stay. *Quatre Bras II, brother 
to *Sir Gallahad III and *Bull Dog, has a big 
bay son out of End Girl, a well built, clean-legged 
sort, with good shoulders. The *Grandace 
Merry Time chestnut, a flashy, quick fellow, is 
well muscled, should win early. The home sire 
Zacaweista is represented by an excellent brown 
out of Parthia. He is very smooth and compact, 
with a light graceful walk and a good deal of 
quality. Another good-looking son of *Grandace 
is the bay out of Gayoso, a trifle leggy, but 
strongly muscled, with good bone. Also attrac-

tive were the bays by Crusader—Talented and 
Sweep All—Lyddite. 

The other seven colts should make _ useful 
horses. The *Cohort—-Honey Trace chestnut has 
grown more behind than in front, will be a wiry 
and fast sort. The Pilate—Belle of Dixie bay is 
rather stylish, should develop quickly. The *Co- 
hort—Miss Mischief chestnut is another speed- 
ster, very good about the croup. The Chance 
Shot—Martinique bay is also well developed be- 
hind. *Cohort’s bay out of Lady Fair Play is a 
good-sized, substantial colt.

Three other yearlings in the Chinn consign- 
ment were seen a short time ago at the farm of 


Charles A. Asbury. These are all colts, by 
Whiskalong—Transcendent, Okapi—-Camay, and 
Mars—Poverty. The Whiskalong colt is racy, 


well finished, well muscled, and has good feet. 
Okapi’s son is small, strong, and quick. The 
Mars colt has considerable substance, is well de- 
veloped in the hindquarters, is well balanced, and 
set on good clean legs. 


The Last *Teddy Yearlings 


The last crop of foals by *Teddy, one of the 
key horses of Thoroughbred breeding in the cur- 
rent century, and the first of two American 
crops by *Ksar, another great horse imported 
from France in his late years, are represented 
in the consignment of eight yearlings Kenneth 
N. Gilpin will offer at Saratoga Monday, August 
15. Six of the Kentmere Farm group are 
by *Teddy (three fillies, three colts), and there 
are two fillies by *Ksar. As both these noted 
horses are now dead, and as the blood of each 
has already shown an aptitude for breeding on, 
these youngsters will come in for much attention 
as prospective breeding material as well as for 
their racing potentialities. 

Tops among the *Teddy colts on looks is the 
bay out of *Comical II, dam of six winners and 
half-sister to Black Jester. This impressive 
youngster is rangy and has a great deal of 
scope, yet is smoothly finished. He is of medium 
build, stands well balanced on good legs, has a 
skeletal structure which bespeaks excellent per- 
formance. The head is good, the rein length 
long, withers thin and well developed, the shoul- 
der well sloped, legs truly set on, the hindquar- 
ters generally good. 

Another good colt by *Teddy is the red chest- 
nut out of Supper Time, well put together, short- 
coupled, strongly muscled, a quicker sort than the 
*Comical II colt. The son of *Teddy and Lady 
Emmeline is long-bodied, well muscled, plain in 
quality, and like most of his sire’s get, well de- 
veloped about the withers and shoulders. 

The daughter of *Teddy and Sunmelia is a 
sister to the good (and handsome) horse Sun 
Teddy, and is a grand-looking filly herself. She is 
good-sized, has much scope and quality, stands 
evenly, and is well muscled. The Croix Rouge 
filly is big, rangy, with a strong suggestion of 
class about her. She is exceptionally strong at 
the forearms and gaskins. The daughter of 
*Teddy and Nantokah, by Ultimus, rather than 
“taking after’? her sire, has gone back to the 
Ultimus type—-small, neat, quick, powerful. 

The filly by *Ksar out of Shenvalee is tall, 
rangy, rugged, high-strung. The *Ksar—Sup- 
press filly is racy, well set up, with good bone and 
well developed muscles.

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SIRE LINES AND DISTANCE RACES 
BY A. S. HEWITT 


Address before the National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners, Boston, June, 1938. 


S all students of the Thoroughbred and racing 
know, the development of the breed has been 
based on the survival of the fittest; that is, the 
test of the race course. However, there have 
always been many types of races, at various dis- 
tances, weight arrangements, and for horses of 
different ages. 

Sprinters, stayers and plodders have been born 
in every generation. Each class of horse has won 
the type of race best suited to his temperament 
and physical character; and each class of horse, 
generation after generation, has been given his 
opportunity at stud in competition with the other 
horses of his day. 

There has been a never-ending struggle for 
supremacy between sprinters (horses which can 
only win at a mile or usually less), stayers 
(horses which can only win at a mile and a half 
or more), and plodders (horses which do best 
over a great distance of ground, two miles or 
more, but which are without the capacity to pro- 
duce a burst of speed when called on). 

Occasionally surprises crop up, but on the basis 
of history extending back more than 200 years, 
we can now say with a good deal of assurance 
what type of horse makes the best stallion. Run- 
ning back the pedigrees of modern horses, we see 
the names of certain stallions cropping out again 
and again. Yet the number of these key horses, 
if I may so call them, is surprisingly small. The 
average for each country is only about one such 
animal born in every five years. 

The extremely small number of these key 
horses, and the kind of horses nearly all of them 
were, can best be shown in a brief thumb-nail 
sketch of the great sire lines which are powerful 
today. 

We can eliminate plodders at once from our 
calculations. Many doting owners have given 
them stud opportunities, but I do not know of a 
single case where a plodder has become even a 
moderately good stallion. 

The contest rests between sprinters and stay- 
ers. Contrary to the general belief in this coun- 
try, it is a matter of history that all present-day 
great sire lines with one exception have been 
built up by very careful selection from high-class 
stayers succeeding one another without a break 
in their capacity to win the highest class of race 
at one and a half miles or more. 

These high-class stayers mark the highest 
point in evolution through selection from the 
cold-blooded horse such as the cow pony, which 
can often run a quarter of a mile about as fast 
as Thoroughbreds. The great difference between 
Thoroughbreds and cold-blooded horses rests in 
the capacity of the Thoroughbred to carry high 
speed over a good distance of ground. 

To save time, and without altering any essen- 
tial facts I will go back only as far as 1830 in 
England, which will include the founders of all 
the great sire lines of the present in Great Brit- 
ain, France and this country. These lines can be 
summarized in a few minutes. Let us start in 
England in 1830, as all present-day sire lines 
trace back to English horses of that date. 

Appendix A is a list of the English horses in 
tail male, together with the greatest distance at 
which each horse won a high-class race. These 
English horses are set out in detail for three 
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reasons. First, because there have been virtually 
no importations into England and the progress 
of the breed has continued without the disturb- 
ance of much fresh blood. Secondly, because 
the distances at which races are run has not been 
altered very much in the last 100 years in Eng- 
land, and, therefore, there has been no change in 
the type of horse in demand. Thirdly, because 
England has a good number of valuable distance 
races on the racing calendar, but also has many 
valuable sprint races. In this respect, the English 
racing calendars occupy a position midway be- 
tween the French scheme of racing, where there 
are virtually no races of great value under a mile 
for horses more than two years of age, and the 
American scheme of racing, where the average 
distance of races for horses over two is about 
furlongs. 

There are several extremely significant things 
about horses in the sire tables set out in Appendix 
A. Perhaps the most striking one is that of all 
the horses listed, only three failed to win high- 
class races at a mile and a half or more. Even 
those three are interesting to examine. The first 
was Bona Vista, winner of the Two Thousand 
Guineas at one mile, but unplaced in the Derby. 
Bona Vista was exported to Hungary while still 
a fairly young horse and left in England only one 
exceptional animal; namely, Cyllene, who was 
undoubtedly the best horse of his year (foaled 
1895), and was a very high-class winner of races 
at all distances, including the Ascot Gold Cup at 
two miles and a half. Cyllene was out of a mare 
by Isonomy, twice winner of the Ascot Gold Cup 
and winner as well of many other long distance 
stakes under high weights. 

The second of the horses under consideration 
was Marcovil, who did win the Cambridgeshire 
at a mile and an eighth. He is reported to have 
been an extremely difficult horse to train and, 
therefore, his failure to win races at a longer 
distance may have been due to unsoundness 
rather than to incapacity to stay. He, also, sired 
only one animal of outstanding merit; namely, 
Hurry On, who was an unbeaten winner of races 
up to a mile and three-quarters. 


The third horse to be examined is Phalaris, who 
was a high-class winner up to a mile and a quar- 
ter. His record does not show that he ever tried 
to race over a greater distance. That fact alone, 
however, would seem to show that his stamina 
was under suspicion. He sired a good many 
horses wanting in stamina and his best sons were 
out of mares with St. Simon or Isonomy blood, 
the stoutest in the General Stud Book. 

Thus, while three of the stallions listed in Ap- 
pendix A failed to win races at a mile and a half 
or more, two of them sired only one high-class 
animal each, and the third, while winning at a 
mile and a quarter, required the assistance of the 
most stoutly bred mares to sire animals capable 
of competing in the highest class of race. Accord- 
ingly, while these English sire lines present a case 
for stayers which is not quite perfect, it is so 
nearly perfect that it is difficult to refute. 

Another important characteristic of all the 
horses listed in Appendix A is the tendency of 
these animals to improve or hold their form as 
they grow older. Perhaps the same thing could 
be better stated in negative fashion; namely, that 
they do not deteriorate with age. Of course, in 
the case of animals in the superb class of St. 
Simon or Bayardo it is difficult to say they im- 
prove over the 2-year-old form. However, it is 
safe to say that they did not deteriorate. The 
case is also illustrated by animals like Stockwell, 
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who could not win at two, but was unquestionably 
the best 3-year-old of his year. The cases of 
brilliant 2-year-olds which deteriorate at three 
and over are fresh in the minds of all students 
of racing. I cannot call to mind one of them 
which has made a stallion comparable in merit 
with the promise his 2-year-old form would sug- 
gest. 

Finally, surveying this whole list of horses it 
is roughly true to say that the long-term influ- 
ence of each stallion is about proportional to 
his stoutness. For instance, in modern pedigrees 
taken as a whole, there are approximately twice 
the number of crosses of St. Simon that there are 
of Bend Or. St. Simon could run any distance, 
and Bend Or’s limit appeared to be about a mile 
and a half. 

In France there are, roughly, six great sire 
lines, which all come from English sources. The 
one most familiar to American breeders is a 
branch of Bend Or, coming down through *Or- 
monde, Orme, Flying Fox, Ajax, *Teddy, to *Sir 
Gallahad III, *Bull Dog, etc. Down through 
“Teddy every horse in this line was an extremely 
high-class winner of races at a mile and a half 
or more, with the exception of Orme, who was 
too ill to run for the Derby, but, as I recall it, 
ran second in the St. Leger. 


Another good line in France comes from Ra- 
belais, a son of St. Simon, out of a mare carry- 
ing Isonomy blood. Rabelais won the Goodwood 
Cup at more than two miles as a 3-year-old. 

A third French line descends from Monarque, 
a very beautiful horse foaled about 1850. Un- 
fortunately his paternity is in some doubt, as in 
the year preceding his birth his dam was cov- 
ered by three different stallions, one of which 
was The Baron, sire of Stockwell. While these 
horses have maintained a consistently high stan- 
dard, the most flourishing branch came down 
through Prestige, sire of the great race horse 
Sardanapale, and of *Snob II, a high-class stakes 
winner in this country, who was sire of Clock 
Tower. All, or nearly all, of the descendants of 
Prestige have suffered from unsoundness, and 
it is therefore a line of doubtful value as a source 
of stoutness for American breeders. 

A fourth French line descends from Le Sancy, 
a tail-male descendant of Herod, foaled in 1884. 
Le Sancy was grey, and most of the grey Thor- 
oughbreds in the world today owe their coat 
color to him. This line is not uniformly stout. 
From time to time it tends to breed to speed 
rather than stamina. Le Samaritain, a son of 
Le Sancy, sired Roi Herode, who was exported 
to England, and in his first season at stud sired 
a phenomenal 2-year-old in The Tetrarch. While 
he did not run after two, there is some question 
as to how far The Tetrarch could have gone. His 
best son was Tetratema, whose extreme limit 
was one mile, and whose best distance was six 
furlongs. Tetratema has sired a long list of bril- 
liant 2-year-olds, most of which deteriorated with 
age. The only horse by Tetratema capable of 
winning at a mile and a quarter, so far as I 
know, was *Royal Minstrel, who won the Eclipse 
Stakes at that distance. While *Royal Minstrel 
would have a better chance of stud success than 
any other horse to date by Tetratema, I am 
somewhat doubtful about his capacity to found 
an enduring male line in this country. 

The best proved sire of the Le Sancy line alive 
today is, I believe, *Belfonds, who was a stout 
and sound horse, beating a very high-class field 
in the French Derby by an easy four and one- 
half lengths. If the Le Sancy line is to flourish

in America, I believe it will be through *Belfonds. 


A fifth French sire line descends from Galliard, 
a son of Galopin, bred by the great English 
breeder, Lord Falmouth. Galliard was exported 
to France at the dispersal of Lord Falmouth's 
horses. There he sired Perth, who won all the 
French classics, and Perth in turn sired Alcan- 
tara II, who won the French Derby. Alcantara 
II was a highly successful sire, whose stock 
were of uniformly high standard. His best two 
sons were Kefalin, who has been a failure as a 
stallion, and *“Kantar, who was the champion 
2-year-old of 1927, second in the French Derby 
the following year, and also an extremely high- 
class stakes winner at four years of age. *Kan- 
tar now stands at Holly Beach Farm, Annapolis, 
Maryland, and will, in all probability, sire some 
very high-class horses in America. 

The sixth, and probably best, of the French 
lines descends from Dollar, a Herod line horse 
who was a son of the famous Flying Dutchman, 
exported to France about 1851. The descendants 
of Dollar have been notable for their soundness 
and stoutness. For instance, in the post-war 
period from 1921 through 1938, eight of the 15 
French Derbys have been won by the sons, tail- 
male grandsons, and one great-grandson of Bru- 
leur. I do not know of a stallion line in any 
country which has made a record as good as 
this over as long a period. 

Bruleur himself sired four winners of the 
French Derby in eight years. His best son was 
undoubtedly *Ksar, whose dam was the great 
race mare Kizil Kourgan, winner of the French 
One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, and Grand Prix de 
Paris, beating all the colts and the wonderful 
English mare Sceptre. *Ksar won practicaily 
every important race in France for horses older 
than two, his 11 wins out of 15 starts totalling 
about $335,000 at par of exchange. *Ksar sired, 
among other classic winners, Thor and Tourbil- 
lon, both winners of the French Derby. Tour- 
billon has begun brilliantly, siring this year’s 
French Derby winner, and also the winner of the 
French Two Thousand Guineas. *Ksar made two 
stud seasons in this country and left about forty- 
three foals. 

While the cold figures show that Bruleur was 
a considerably higher-class stallion in France 
than *Teddy, and *Ksar also somewhat higher, 
it remains to be seen whether his descendants 
will enjoy as great a success as the sons of 
*Teddy, *Sir Gallahad III, and *Bull Dog have 
already attained. Considering the importations 
from France to this country of great race horses 
such as *Rayon d'Or, winner of the St. Leger; 
*Mortemer, winner of the Ascot Gold Cup; *Sir 
Gallahad III, winner of the French Two Thousand 
Guineas, and third in the French Derby; his sire, 
*Teddy, a very high-class performer during the 
war; *“Ksar, winner of the French Derby, French 
St. Leger, etc., etc., and his close relative, *Kan- 
tar, second in the French Derby, and a very high- 
class stakes winner at two, three, and four; and 
*Belfonds, winner of the French Derby and un- 
doubtedly the best 3-year-old of his year, it seems 
that we have been able to buy a better class of 
horse in France than the English have been 
willing to sell. 

Surveying the French horses as a whole, I do 
not recall a single stallion in the great French 
sire lines who was incapable of winning high- 
class stakes at a mile and a half or more. The 
superior class of horse which has been imported 
to this country, goes far to account for the great 
influence which French horses seem destined to 
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Attention Owners: I have room for several 


more yearlings and older 
horses in my public stable at Keeneland race track.

So much for the French lines. 


As most of us know, there are three main sire 
lines which we think of as native American. 
Calling them by their usually accepted names 
they are Domino, Ben Brush and Fair Play. 


The Fair Play line has kept intact the stout- 
ness inherited from West Australian, the sire of 
“Australian, founder of the line in this country. 
Each link in the chain, *Australian, Spendthrift, 
Hastings, Fair Play, Man o’ War, and Display, 
has been a stout horse, capable of going a mile 
and a half or more in the best company. 

The Ben Brush line started out with a great 
foundation. *Bonnie Scotland, its founder, was 
a son of Queen Mary, one of the greatest mares 
in the stud book, and grandam of that great 
stayer Hampton. His son, Bramble, was the best 
cup horse of his day, winning five of them in one 
year, though he played second fiddle as a 3-year- 
old to Lexington’s last great son, Duke of Ma- 
genta, foaled when his sire was 25 or so. Ben 
Brush himseif twice won at a mile and a half, 
and won the Suburban Handicap with more than 
120 up as a 4-year-old. 

The first of his good sons was Broomstick, who 
was a game and honest little horse, but who 
never won at more than a mile and a quarter. 
Very few of Broomstick’s get could win at a 
mile and a quarter. Whisk Broom II won the 
Suburban at that distance but could not win at 
a mile and a quarter in England. Whisk Broom 
II sired a very stout horse in Diavolo, who is 
now at stud. Ben Brush’s other good son was 
Sweep, who won the Futurity. Sweep’s stoutest 
son was The Porter, a remarkable little horse 
who only stood about 15 hands. 

While The Porter was undoubtedly a very good 
and game horse, he has not sired one to date as 
stout as he was himself, unless it was Toro, out 
of a mare by the great English cup horse Radium. 
Unfortunately, Toro died after a very short time 
at stud. Another very good and game son of 
The Porter was Rosemont, who has gone to stud 
this year. 

It begins to look as though the Ben Brush stal- 
lions, while still extremely numerous, and ac- 
tually still the leaders as a money-winning group, 
may run out in point of high quality. 

Lastly, there are the Domino horses. This 
family, from the importation of *Eclipse, through 
Alarm, Himyar and Domino, was always charac- 
terized by extreme speed and precocity, rather 
than soundness and the capacity to go a route 
and improve with age. Domino appeared on the 
scene in 1893, exactly at the time when the 
furore surrounding Futurities and rich 2-year- 
old stakes had captured the imagination of the 
racing world. Added to this was the tremen- 
dous success he had in the stud, though leaving 
but 20 foals. Almost inevitably his best son, 
Commando, was out of a very rugged mare that 
won races over two miles, and fortunately 
brought in a cross of the Australian distance 
horse *Darebin, who carried close crosses of the 
stout Melbourne and Touchstone blood. Com- 
mando won the Belmont, and broke down in the 
Lawrence Realization. 

Commando also had an astonishing success in 
the stud, and like his father, died very young, 
leaving only about 26 foals. However, these in- 
cluded Peter Pan, Colin, Superman, Celt, Trans- 
vaal, Peter Quince, and Ultimus. Colin was un- 


doubtedly Commando’s legitimate heir, being the 
best race horse of his day, and having the color 
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and markings of his father. Unfortunately, he 
proved a very poor foal-getter, and it was not 
until he was twenty or past that he fell into the 
hands of a man who understood what the trouble 
was. Even then he sired Jock and Neddie with 
very limited opportunities. There is still a re- 
mote chance the line may continue, probably 
through Neddie, but the odds are against it. The 
lines of Superman, Celt, Transvaal, and Peter 
Quince are dead. The line of Peter Pan has 
flourished through Pennant and Black Toney, its 
best proved representative today being Blue 
Larkspur, in the Bradley stud. Blue Larkspur 
tends to breed speed at the expense of stamina. 
Whenever that happens, and it is happening in 
every country of the racing world every year, 
the danger signals are out. 

The case of Ultimus is of the greatest interest 
to Thoroughbred breeders. Here was a horse by 
a son of Domino out of a daughter of Domino. 
He did not get to the races, but sired a string of 
extremely fast horses whose distance capacity 
was very limited. The case became even more 
interesting when Ultimus sired High Time out of 
another daughter of Domino. The family char- 
acteristics became intensified in these horses and 
their produce—good even temper and intelligence, 
quick maturity, extreme speed, soft bones, and 
incapacity to go a distance, coupled with the ten- 
dency to deteriorate in comparison with other 
horses after two years of age. While the figures 
available to me are not yet complete, they indi- 
cate a heavy drop in the percentage of Domino 
blood in stakes winners from 2-year-old stakes 
to stakes for older horses. 

Other sons of Ultimus are High Cloud, Stimu- 
lus, Supremus, and Infinite, who all sired the 


same kind of stock described above. 
tinuation of their lines 
doubtful. 


Is there a lesson to be learned out of this re- 
view covering more than a century? I think 
there is. The stallion lines which have endured 
are those which produced horses, first, which 
improved or held their own rather than deterio- 
rated with age; this characteristic holds true in 
even the cases of those few horses whose stamina 
was suspected; secondly, those horses which gen- 
eration after generation produced animals which 
could win the greatest prizes of the Turf at one 
a half miles or more. All stallions sire a per- 
centage of animals tending towards speed and 
precocity. It is a matter of history that these 
speed lions soon go into obscurity. A typical 
example was Orme, son of *Ormonde. He sired 
a true stayer in Flying Fox out of a mare by the 
great staying stallion Galopin. He also sired a 
tremendously fast non-stayer in Orby that did 
manage to win the Derby. Today the Flying Fox 
line is flourishing, and though Orby sired a bril- 
liant lot of sprinters and rivalled the Tetrarchs 
and Tetratemas, his line is about dead already, in 
England, though he was only foaled a little more 
than 30 years ago. 


Judging solely from the past history of the 
Turf there is the basis for a prediction that 30 
years from today the Ultimus male line will be 
dead, and probably the rest of the Domino line as 
well. There is a fair probability that the Ben 
Brush line will also be dead. This prediction 
would amount nearly to a certainty except for the 
chance that some extremely stout blood might 
come in through mares of outside lines. 

Now I am going to ask a pointed question. If 
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it is true that the best sire lines come from stout 
horses that improve with age, what can be said 
about the present scheme of racing in the U. S. A. 
which offers enormous stakes for 2-year olds, 
and next to nothing for the horse endowed with 
stamina and soundness that improves with age? 


Even the races for selling platers are at sprint- 
ing distances. A race at a mile and a sixteenth 
is a distance race here. To anyone who has spent 
time racing in England and France this condition 
is deplorable beyond measure. If it continues, it 
means that we are going to be more and more 
dependent on foreign blood to keep the breed go- 
ing at all, for horses tend to get shorter and 
shorter in their distance capacity, unless the few 
really stout horses are discovered by the race 
course test and used as stallions. It means that 
American horses will not be able to compete suc- 
cessfully in the international races of the world. 
It means that the possibility of selling American 
horses abroad, injecting American blood in the 
race horses of other countries, will be forever 
cut off. 


I know of only one breeder in the United States 
at the present time with the courage and fore- 
sight to disregard the prevailing craze for pre- 
cocity and speed—-William Woodward. The re- 
sults of his breeding speak for themselves, and 
for the last 10 years have been shouting for them- 
selves in winning big stakes here and abroad; no 
other breeder is even a good second to him. 

His methods in general are like those of August 
Belmont, whose strains are responsible for both 
War Admiral and Seabiscuit. Belmont took the 
best representative of the stoutest line in this 
country, Hastings, and placed him at the head of 
his stud. He then got the best British horse 
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available, *Rock Sand, winner of the triple crown, 
and used him as his chief stallion for a number 
of years. *Rock Sand’s daughters he mated with 
Hastings’ son, Fair Play, who was out of a great 
English mare, daughter of the key horse, Bend 
Or. The results everyone knows—a_ perfect 
galaxy of great horses headed by Man o’ War. 
Belmont also had a lot of the blood of the great 
French horse *Rayon d'Or, winner of the English 
St. Leger, in his stud. In the same way Mr. Wood- 
ward has taken the best he could get of French, 
English, and American blood and blended them. 


The Keenes followed the same general plan, 
buying the best English mares they could secure 
to breed to Domino and Commando. Here, how- 
ever, there was a speed base in the sire line. 

Prior to them R. A. Alexander at Woodburn 
took the best and stoutest horse of his day, Lex- 
ington, to head his stud, and mated him, in the 
main, with mares by *Glencoe, a winner of the 
Ascot Gold Cup, thus blending the cream of the 
American and English blood. 

This problem of increasing the distance of races 
concerns the Association of Racing Commission- 
ers. You are the only group in a position to do 
anything effective about it. You could, individ- 
ually, in each state, as a condition to the grant 
of a license to a race track to operate, require 
more distance races and larger purses in the 
races for older horses. The English Jockey Club, 
I believe, requires at least one race of a mile and 
a half minimum to be run every day there is flat 
racing. I do not know the exact ruling in France. 
My impression was that the average distance of 
races for horses older than two was a mile and a 
quarter.

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distance racing better than sprints. The betting 
is heavier, and the interest greater. Most racing 
secretaries in fact stage their longest race last 
in order to hold the crowd. 

The change I am suggesting need not be 
abrupt. It could come gradually so that no one 
would be violently affected at any time. 

If changes in the programs to increase the dis- 
tance and purses in races for horses over two 
years of age were brought about by the various 
racing commissions, the whole American Thor- 
oughbred industry would be deeply in the debt of 
the commissioners.

ECAUSE some of the history of the 1937 

yearling market seems very likely to repeat 
itself this season, a glance backward at last 
year’s vendues seems appropriate. In 1936 the 
yearling sales had gone soaring, with a 33.6 per 
cent increase in the prices paid at Saratoga, and 
breeders approached the 1937 sales with a good 
deal of confidence. As it turned out, too many 
approached them, with the result that there were 
528 yearlings offered, as against 469 in 1936. The 
additional lots necessarily represented a dipping 
further into the yearling crop, and the 59 addi- 
tional head meant cheaper stock. Furthermore 
in 1936 Samuel D. Riddle had, for the first time, 
offered his entire crop, most of them by Man 0’ 
War, and the C. V. Whitney farm also sent its 
yearlings. Both of these consignors were absent 
in 1937, their places taken by consignments of 
less fashionably bred stock. 

The actual strength of the 1937 market be- 
came apparent during the first week of the sales. 
There were 247 yearlings sold in the five nights, 
for an average of $3,000.20, a figure which rep- 
resented an increase of 20.7 per cent over the 
corresponding period of 1936. During the fol- 
lowing week the market continued strong until 
the tenth night of the sales. On the tenth night 
in 1936, Mereworth Stud had sold 23 head for an 
average of $3,652. But on the tenth night last 
year there was no such consignment, and year- 
lings with less attractive pedigrees averaged only 
$577.67. This and subsequent sales brought the 
Saratoga market below the 1936 average. 

When the series of sales had been completed, 
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the average a head was $2,387, a drop of 3.9 per 
cent from 1936. But as everyone recognized, 
this represented a fall in the general quality of 
the market, not a decline in its strength. At 
the end of the year, when all yearlings sold at 
auction in the United States were totaled, it was 
found that the average for the year was up 5.4 
per cent over 1936. That the demand for good 
horses was greater than in 1936 became abun- 
dantly plain in the fall, when the C. V. Whitney 
racing stable was dispersed at Pimlico. 

A factor more important than general aver- 
ages in determining the prices buyers were will- 
ing to pay for first-class stock is the list of 
prices paid for top yearlings. In 1936 there were 
but 10 yearlings which sold for $10,000 or more, 
and the highest price of the sale was $18,000. In 
1937 there were 19 yearlings to reach or exceed 
$10,000, with the highest price at $26,000, and a 
close second at $25,000. 

Most liberal buyer at the sales, for the third 
consecutive year, was Mrs. Ethel V. Mars, whose 
Milky Way Farm Stable got the cream of the 
Saratoga crop in 1935 and 1936. She paid $124,- 
100 for 17 head, raising her expenditures for 
yearlings for three years to $365,400. (Her 
horses won $416,375 for her in 1936 and 1937, 
and in Dinner Date, No Competition, Up the 
Creek, and others she seems to have got some 
of the best of the 1937 yearlings.) Mrs. Mars, 
however, did not pay the top price of the sale, 
five horses going for more than she paid for 
her most expensive yearling. 

Calumet Farm, giving $26,000 for a *Sir Gal- 
lahad III colt, paid the highest price that a year- 
ling had brought for seven years. Second was 
John D. Hertz, who took another *Sir Gallahad

Alfred Vanderbilt paid $20,000 
for a brother to his Discovery, and Foxcatcher 
Farms and Calumet Farm each bought a year- 
ling at $18,000. Top price which Mrs. Mars paid 
was $16,900 for a *Teddy colt now named On 
Location. 

Both of the top-priced colts came from the 
consignment of R. A. Fairbairn, whose nine head 
averaged $8,100, placing him at the head of the 
sale for the second year. Coldstream Stud, 
which averaged $6,640 for 10 yearlings, was 
second. Brownell Combs, with three head which 
averaged $5,933, was third. Fourth was A. B. 
Hancock, who sent 41 head to the sales. Despite 
the large number, this was so good a crop that 
they averaged $4,743. W. E. Caskey, whose 
12 head averaged $4,475, completed the first five. 
There were 81 consignors to the sales, three less 
than in 1936. 

With the two colts from the Fairbairn con- 
signment to help him, *Sir Gallahad IIT led the 
sires represented at the sale. His 15 yearlings 
reached the remarkable average of $10,423. 
Nearest to him was his full brother *Bull Dog, 
whose 14 yearlings averaged $6,957. *Phara- 
mond II (11 head, average $4,705), Stimulus (19, 
$4,195), Gallant Fox (12, $4,096), American 
Flag (5, $4,070), and the sire of *Sir Gallahad 
III and *Bull Dog, *Teddy (9, $3,867), were next 
in order. The W. S. Kilmer stallion *Gino, with 
20 head, was most heavily represented, with 
Stimulus (19) and Display (16) second and 
third. Fourth place, with 15 head, was a triple 
tie for *Sir Gallahad III, Sun Beau, and The 
Scout.

Interlude 


ONDON, July 11.—One of the meetings of 

lesser importance that it is always a pleasure 
to attend is the Bibury Club’s July fixture, 
now held on the pleasant course at Harnham Hill, 
about three miles out of the ancient town of 
Salisbury. In the old days, the club’s. celebra- 
tion was on the Stockbridge course, long since 
closed, and it was then in the nature of a picnic--- 
good fun, but marred by the fact that it attracted 
far too many of the “boys.” Nowadays, the 
roughnecks have been virtually eliminated from 
our race courses, and although the gatherings at 
Salisbury are not so decorous as at Sandown for 
instance, the atmosphere is as pleasant as one 
could desire. They're good sporting folk in the 
West Country, and the only complaint I have to 
make regarding last week’s meeting is that near- 
ly every owner with a horse running was all too 
anxious, out of sheer goodness of heart, to teil 
me about his “good thing.’’ Whatever won—and 
some of the winners seemed just impossible—a 
beaming individual would slap me on the back 
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and remark, “What did I tell you! Hope you've 
had a good win.”” And your correspondent, fear- 
ful of offending these good fellows, would not 
have the courage to confess that he had followed 
other advice, but would force a smile and add to 
his liabilities by the purchase of a bottle. 


No fewer than five of the events during the 
three days of the fixture are confined to amateur 
riders, members of the Bibury Club. There was 
an aggregate of 55 runners for these races, but [ 
cannot say that the ability of our present day 
Corinthian jocks on the flat matches their en- 
thusiasm. Most of them ride very well over 
obstacles, but in the main they are mighty clumsy, 
compared with the pro’s, in flat races, particular- 
ly over a course like Salisbury, which is not of 
the easiest. J. Hislop, who has real style in both 
branches of race-riding, won two events and was 
runner-up to P. Herbert in another. Prince Aly 
Khan, who has improved a lot under Frank But- 
ters’ tuition, won on the useful Bahuddin, which 
rather outclassed his 14 opponents for the Ama- 
teurs’ Welter Handicap, even though he had to 
shoulder 174 pounds. 


Big event of the fixture was the Bibury Cup, a 
handicap run over a mile and a half. It was won 
in good style by the 5-year-old Battle Song, a son 
of Spion Kop out of the Hurry On mare Cradle 
Song. Since he was brought to this country from 
Ireland after winning the St. Leger at the Cur- 
ragh in September, 1936, Battle Song had run in 
13 races without earning a bracket, and he had 
gained the reputation of being a faint-heart. 
Maybe this Salisbury win will put fresh courage 
into Capt. G. S. Barnes’ useful-looking horse. 

Two or three fair-class 2-year-olds were under 
silk at the meeting. The Manton stable took

he Salisbury Maiden Plate with Mrs. Chester 
Beatty's filly by Bold Archer out of Hippy, by 
Swynford. This youngster was highly tried in 
a home gallop a month or so back, but disap- 
pointed when gambled on at Epsom and Gatwick. 
In last week’s affair she had 30 opponents, again 
started favorite at 100 to 30 against, led through- 
out, and won by six lengths from the second 
favorite, Astley Wood, a son of Gold Bridge. 


Sir Yeshwant Rao Holkar, who made a number 
of purchases at the sales last year and sent them 
to the Russley trainer, J. L. Hall, took the Hursi- 
bourne Stakes of 500 sovereigns with a nice 
chestnut colt named Khanda, a son of Beresford 
out of Roytoi, by Achtoi. Khanda cost 2,106 
guineas as a yearling at Doncaster and he may 
be worth the money, though he will have to grow 
a bit more before he ranks among the best colts 
of his age. 


The best class 2-year-old that saddled at the 
meeting, in my opinion was James de Roths- 
child's filly Bonaroba, which was making her 
first appearance on a race course and very com- 
fortably won the Champagne Stakes. This event, 
by the way, must not be confused with the more 
important Doncaster race of the same name, 
which is also for 2-year-olds. Bonaroba is a sis- 
ter to the Ascot Vase winner Rondo, being by 
Bolingbroke out of Sardana, by Sardanapale. 
Unless Iam much mistaken, she is cut above the 
ordinary. Favorite for the race she won was 
James V. Rank’s filly Buoyant, a daughter of 
Fairway out of Trustful, the dam of Scottish 
Union. Buoyant had won her previous race, at 
Newcastle, but she was no sort of match for 
Bonaroba, and was beaten out of a place. 


From Salisbury we came back to town for the 
week-end fixture at Lingfield Park for further 
sport of an interesting but not vitally important 
character. In a field of three for the £1,000 
Lingfield Park Plate (1m.), the outsider of the 
party won, this being Lady Furness’ 3-year-old 
grey filly Conversation Piece (by Orpen—tTete a 
Tete). She scored by three lengths from Sir Abe 
Bailey’s Halzephron, with the Aga Khan’s Tahir. 
which has been a great disannvointment this sea- 
son, half a length behind. 

Halzephron had started a shade better favorite 
than Tahir, and followers of Sir Abe’s colors en- 
deavored to get back their losses over Mendicant 
Friar in the 1!.-mile Summer Handicap. The 
“Friar” ran moderately and finished unplaced 
behind Sir Harold Gray’s 4-year-old Snake Light- 
ning, a chestnut son of Sea Serpent which had 
shown a liking for the Lingfield course lasi 
season. 

The Great Foal Plate for 2-year-olds, worth 
840 sovereigns, was won by Capt. H. R. King’s 
gelding Mercator, a strapping chestnut son of 
that handsome horse The Recorder. Mercator, 
which had run well against Meadow at Hurst 
Park, started at good odds-on to beat nine op- 
ponents and led throughout to beat Glucose, a 
son of Orwell, by a length. 

The Queen Elizabeth Cup, a mile handicap, 
was taken equally readily by another good favor- 
ite, Major Bardwell's 4-year-old Puzzler, which 
scored from the erratic Moody, with Domaha 
third, and Allegiance, Ticca Gari, and Nip Away 
among the unplaced. Seven furlongs is probably 
Puzzler’s best distance but he managed the mile 
readily enough on the Lingfield course, which is 
comparatively easy. 

Better sport awaits us this week at the New- 
market Second July and Sandown Park “Eclipse” 
meetings.

HORSEBACK RIDING 


HE Horse and Mule Association of America 
and the Town and Country Equestrian Asso- 
ciation, a Chicago organization, are cooperating 
in sponsoring a 100-mile horseback ride over 
trails and connecting roads in Cook County, IIli- 
nois, October 7, 8, and 9. Riders will cover 40 
miles in seven hours on each of the first two 
days, 20 miles in three hours the third day. 
Trophies and medals will be awarded as prizes. 
‘Purposes of the ride,”” announces Wayne Dins- 
more, secretary of the Horse and Mule Associa- 
tion, ‘are to demonstrate by actual test the type 
and characteristics of horses best suited for ardu- 
ous work under saddle, to teach riders through 
actual experience how to train and condition 
horses for such a long ride, and how to ride them 
to best advantage in the test.” 

Wayne Dinsmore, canniest and most vigorous 
defender of the horse, having spent years justify- 
ing the utility of animal power, has recently been 
concentrating his efforts toward extending the 
employment of the horse for’ the pleasure of 
man. Within the past year or two his association 
has made and published surveys of riding facili- 
ties in Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Chicago, 
Los Angeles, Detroit, and Cleveland. His next 
step was to urge local organizations to take up 
the publication of such surveys. First fruit of 
that endeavor is an attractive pocket-size book- 
let published by Chicago’s Town and Country 
Equestrian Association, called ‘‘Year Book and 
Guide to Academies, Riding Stables, Clubs, and 
Bridle Paths in Chicago and Metropolitan Areas.” 
The Chicago area has 2,612 horses listed as kept 
for riding purposes—more than any other city in 
America. 

Lexington, Ky., center of an area more thickly 
populated with fine horses than any other in the 
world, has no riding club, no public riding acad- 
emy, one makeshift bridle path.
